Memphis, Tenn., June 13.—Notwithstand- 
ing the cloud that for a moment threatened 
to darken the horizon of the free silver 
convention of southern and western states, 
in the shape of the bolting of prominent 
democrats because of the advocacy of the 
abolition of party lines Py one or two 
speakers, the end was harmony and there 
Was no fight over the resolutions after 
they were read to the convention, for the 
reason that they carefully avoided any 
reference calculated to produce discord. 
The resolutions advocate the ffee and un- 
limited coinage of goid and silver at the 
ratio of 16 to 1, declare that international 
co-operation is not necessary and attribute 
the recent hard times entirely to the demon- 
etization of silver. 

A¥thousgh nothing was said in the resolu- 
tions about abolition of party lines, as pro- 
posed by Sibley, Stewart and others, the 
speakers of the day, almost without ex- 
ception, took care to assert th@r democ- 
Tacy and to repudiate any affiliation with 
either republicans or populists, The reso- 
lutions follow: 

“Silver and gold coin have in all ages 
constituted the money of the world, were 
the money of the fathers of the republic, 
the money of history and of the constitu- 
tion. 

‘“‘The universal experience of mankind has 
demonstrated that the joint use of both sil- 
ver and gold coin as money constitute tne 
most stable standard of value and that 
the ful! amount of both metals is necessary 
as a medium of exchange. 

“The demonetization of either of these 
historic metals means an appreciation in 
the value of money, a fall in the prices of 
commodities, a dimunition of profits of 
legitimate business, a continued increase in 
the burden of debts, a withdrawal of money 
from the channels of trade and industrv, 
where it no longer yields a safe and sure 
return, and its idle accumulation in the 
banks and the great money centers of the 
country. 

“There is no 
financial system under which a hoarded 
Gollar its productive of increase to its pos- 
sesscr, waile an invested dollar yields a 
constantly diminishing and wnder 
which fortunes are male hy the actions of 
Addie capital or by a persistent fall in the 
eer im Ghisidh . ob Ves osSleait 
aQwindling in the marvin of protits in almost 
every branch of useful industry. Such a 
system js a premium on sloth and a penalty 
upon industry, and such a system is that 
Which the criminal legislation of 1873 has 
imposel upon this country. 

“The 
gold has behind it the 
and has been tcsted ar the 
enlightened and dcliverate judgment of 
mankind. The gold standard is a cepart- 
ure from the established policy of the civil- 
ized world with nothing to commend it but 
twenty-two years of depression and disas- 
ter to the people and extraordinary accumu- 
lation ef wealth in the hands of a few. 

“There are some facts bearing upon this 
question recognized and admitted by all 
candid men, whether advocates of bimet- 
allism or of tne single gold standard. 
Among these is the fact that the very 
year that marked the change from the bi- 
metallic to the single gold standard is 
the very year that marked the change 
from a condition of rising prices, large 
profits, general contentment and great 
prosperity, to a condition of falling prices, 
diminishing profits, insecurity of invest- 
ment, unemployed labor and a heavy de- 
pression in all branches of trade and in- 
dustry. It is not a maiter of dispute among 
the honest advocates of the goid standard, 
that generai prosperfiy came tio an end 
with the destruction of the bimet@€llic sys- 
tem, and that hard times, falling prices, 
idle workingmen and widespread depres- 
sion came in with the gold standard and 
prevails today wherever the gold standard 
has been adopted. 

“Fyvery international monetary confer- 
ence that has been called, every. demand 
in this country and in Europe for an in- 
ternational agreement to re-establish the 
bimetallic standard is a confession that 
the demoneiization of the system wes a 
blunder, if not a crime, that its conse- 
quences have heen disastrous and that 
the conditicns that it has wrought are full 
of menace and of peril. 

“The logic of facts establishes beyond 
intelligent question that the destruction of 
gilver as primary money by a conspiracy 
of selfish interests is the cause of the 
widespread depression and suffertng that 
began with the gold standard. There can 
be mo restoration of prosperity, no per- 
manent relief from prevailing conditions 
until the great cause has been removed by 
a complete restoration of silver to its 
proper place as a money metal, equal with 
gold. 

“We believe in a money of stable value; 
we believe least of all in an appreciating 
standard; it is only through the practical 
operation of bimetallism that a stable 
standard of value can be secured. A 
standard constituted of money constantly 
increasing in value is not a sound, a sin- 
gie, nor a stable siandard, but a constantly 
Changing standard 
“The effect of gold monometalilism is to 
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another fer the debtor; and there can be 
no more dishonest monetary system than 
that which gives short meusure to the 
borrower and long meaure td the lender. 

“Under the policy prevailing prior to 
1873 there can be no violent change in the 
relative value of the two metals, for a 
rise in value of one metal is counteracted 
by a decreased demand and a fall in value 
by an inereased demand. Under the opera- 
tion of this beneficent law a stabie relation 
was maintained between them in spite of 
the mest extreme changes in relative pro- 
ductions. From the first period of our his- 
tory up to 1873, the right of the debtor to 
choose whether he should pay his debts 
in silver or gold coin was always recog- 
nized. The subsequent policy has been to 
transfer this right to the creditor, thus 
tending to constantly increase the value 
of the dearer meial and destroy the parity 
between them. 

“Believing that it is absolutely necessary 
to reverse this iniquitous and ruinous 
policy, we, therefore, resolve: 

“That we favor the immediate restoration 
of silver to its formier place as a fuil legal 
tender stardard money equal with gold, 
and the free and unlinuted coinage of both 
silver and gold at the ratio of le tol and 
upon terms of exact equality. 

‘Phat while we shouid welcome the Co- 
operation of other nations we believe that 
the United States should not wait upon 
the pleasure of loreign governments or 
the consent of foreign creditors, but should 
themselves proceed to reverse the ‘grind- 
ing process’ that is destroying the pros- 
perity of the people ang sheuld lead by 
their example the ratiors of the earth. 
‘That the rights of the American }euople, 
the interests of American labor and the 
presperity of American industry have 2 
higher claim to the Consideration cfr the 
reopie’s lawmakers than the greed of for- 
eign creditors, or the avaricious d*mands 
made by ‘idle holders of idle canital.’ The 
right to regulate its own monetary systeni 
in the interests of its own peovle is a 
right which no free government can Dbar- 
ter, sell, or surreidee. This reserved right 
is a part of every bond, oi every contract 
wld of every obligation. No creditor or 
claimant can set up a right that can take 
precedence over a nation’s obligations to 
promote the welfare of the masses of iis 
own people. This is a debt higher and 
more binding than all cther debts and one 
Which is not only dishonest, but treasonable 
to ignore. 

“Under the financial policy that now 
prevaiis we see the land filled with idle 
and discontented workingmen and an ever- 
Browing army of tramovos, men whem lack 
of work and opnpertunity have made out- 
castS and begsars. At the other end we 
find that a few thousand tamilies own one- 
half the wealth of the country. 

“The centralizatioa of wealth has gone 
hand in hand with the spread of poverty. 
The pauper and the plutocrat are twin 
children of the same vicious and unholy 
s?stem. The situation is full of menace 
to the liberties of the people and ine life 
Of the republic. The issue is enfrunchise- 
ment of hopeless servitude. Whatever the 
power of money can do by debauchery and 
corruption to maintain its grasp on the 
lawmaking power will be done. We, there- 
fore, appeal to the piain people ot the land 
Witn perfeet confidence in tneir patriotism 
and intelligence to arouse themselves to a 
full sense of the peril that confronts them 
and defend the citadel of their Lkerties

Supreme Court 
Judgment. 
Springfield, Iil., June 13.—The decision of 
the lower court has been sustained by the 
supreme court, which holds that the whisky 
trust is illegal. 

The gist of the decision is contained in 
the following paragraphs: 

“But it is urged that the defendant, by 
its charter, is authorized to purchase and 
distillery property, and that there is 
placed upon the amount of prop- 
many thus acquire. By its 
nization it is authorized 
to engage in a gemeral distilling business 
im 2m and elsewhere, and to own 
property necessary for that purpose. 

“Tt should be remembered that grants 
of poWers in corporate charters are to be 
construed strictly, and what is not given is 
by implication denied. The defendant is 
authorized to own such property as is.nec- 
essary for its business and no more. Its 
power to acquire and hold property is limited 
to that purpose, but the defendant has not 
only misused and abused the powers grant- 
ed by its charter, but has usurped and cx- 
ercised powers not inferred by, but which 
are wholly foreign to that inst®ument. It 
has thus rendered itself liable to prosecu- 
tion by the state, by quo warranto, and we 
are of the opinion that upon the facts 
shown by information, judgment of ouster 
is clearly warranted.”

SAYS IT WILL BE RUN INDEPENDENTLY 
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ItIs To Be Operated Under a Separate 
Management, He States--Good News 
for the Maconites. 


Macon, Ga., June 13.—(Special.)—Colonel 
A. B. Andrews, of Raleigh, N. C., second 
vice president of the Southern railway, 1s 
in the city today. He imparted to The 
Constitution’s correspondent today inform- 
@tion that wil! be highly gratifying and 
Satisfactory to the people of Macon and 
will allay their fears and misgivings. He 
says that while it is true that the Southern 
has purchased a majority of the bonds of 
the Georgia Southern and Florida railway, 
which gives the Southern control of the 
property and direction of the’ policy of 
management, the Georgia Southern will be 
operated as a separate and distinet road; 
will have its own president and directors, 
and the line will not be merged into the 
Southern, and its identity and autonomy 
will not be lost or absorbed by the South- 
ern. 

The most significant and encouraging 
statement made by Colonel Andrews is 
that the shop of the Georgia Southern will 
not be removed from Macon or consolidated 
with the Southern’s shops, and the men 
at the shops will be retained. The great 
fear has been that the shop would be re- 
moved or consolidated, and many mechan- 
thrown out of employment. Colonel 
Andrews further says that the present 
loeal officers of the road will be retained, 
unless it is demonstrated that the property 
can be more efliciently and satisfactorily 
managed by others. In this the Southern 
will be governed by the same policy that 
controls the successful management of any 
kind of business; that is, obtain the most 
competent and economical help. ‘The 
Southern, in its majority ownership of the 
Georgia Southern, will do all in its power 
to maintain the road’s prosperity, develop 
the country along the line and upbuild Ma- 
Colonel Andrews says it behooves the 
Southern to pursue this policy. Macon 
men will be employed on the road and 
Macon’s interests protected. The foregoing 
is the first official announcement that has 
been made since the Southern became the 
majority ‘stockholder of the property.

No trace of J. S. Smith, the missing brok- 
er, has yet been found by the detectives. 

The search for him or his dead body con- 
tinued all day yesterday, but the mystery 
was no nearer solved than when it began. 

Detectives Cason, Wooten and Looney 
scoured the woods near the old water works 
lake yesterday, going from there toward 
McPherson barracks. 

The officers believe that Smith frequently 
visited Martin Dalton, the Rhode Island 
murderer, who was hiding out in the woods 
near the old water works lake, and that 
belief supports them in their search for 
Smith in the vicinity. 

The detectives declined to talk about the 
source of the clews they are- working on, 
stating -nothing further than that they 
spent the day in the woods south of the 
city. 

The search in the. water works lake, 
which was discontinued two days ago, has 
not yet been resumed and may never be 
again, the greater portion of the lake hav- 
ing been dragged without the discovery of 
anything that would indicate that Smith's 
body was at the bottom. 

The search for the missing man has been 
joined in by the county police, the latter 
wanting Smith on a charge of gambling. 
An indictment was found against him for 
gaming by the grand jury last week and 
it is on that indictment that the county 
police were added to the almost limitless 
number of searchers for Smith.

The old negro says that on the day Smith 
was last seen he went to a grocery store 
and bought a large supply of groceries, 
such meat, flour and the like, and 
that he gave his wife and other m-:-mbers 
of his family large sums of money, The 
negro said that Smith had never bought 
such articles befoce ani that she noticed 
something strange about the man's actions 
on that day.

A. B. Andrews, of Raleigh, N. C., second 
vice president of the Southern railway, is 
in the city today.

will have its own president and directors, 
and line will not be merged into the 
Southern, and its identity and autonomy 
will not be lost or absorbed by the South- 
ern. | 
The most significant and encouraging 
statement made by Colonel Andrews is 
that the shop of the Georgia Southern will 
not be removed from Macon or consolidated 
with the Southern’s shops, and the men 
at the shops will be retained. The great 
fear has been that the shop would be re- 
moved or consolidated, and many mechan- 
ics thrown out of employment. Colonel 
Andrews further says that the present 
loeal officers of the road will be retained, 
unless it is demonstrated that the property 
can be more efliciently and satisfactorily 
managed by others. In this the Southern 
will be governed by the same policy that 
controls the successful management of any 
kind of business; that is, obtain the most 
competent and economical help. ‘The 
Southern, in its majority ownership of the 
Georgia Southern, will do all in its power 
to maintain the road’s prosperity, develop 
the country along the line and upbuild Ma-

This afternoon at 4 o'clock the board re- 
convened and Chancellor Boggs appeared 
before them to read his annual report on 
the condition of the university.

The Chancellor's Report. 

“To the Honrorabie Board of Trustees of 
the University of Gecrgia. Gentlemen-- 
Through the blessing of a gracious provi- 
dence, I ar permitted to report the most 
prosperous year that the university has 
geen for a long time—perhaps, in some re- 
spects, the most prosperous that it has 
ever secn.

the large increase is in the lower clisses. 

‘The spirit of study has shown itself to 
an unusual degres among the classes, and 
ecnsequent advance has been made in the 
subjects studied. The generel conduct of 
the young men has been excellent, with 
just such exceptinns as reasonable persons 
will expect. These exceptional cases have 
been dealt with patiently and forbearingly.

“The commandant’s report shows the 
keeping of our pledge to the United Stdtes 
as to military instruction. Mr. Snelling’s 
duties are both heavy and tryinz.

Meantime every- 
thing should be done by us to cultivate 
friendly relations with the teachers of the 
state. To this end a delegate should be 
sent to confer with them annually during 
their conventions on Cumberland island. 
The faculty have requested me to ask that 
you direct the treasurer to pay the necessa- 
ry traveling expenses Of one delegate sent 
thither in the interests of the university. 

“Also, by special resolution they have ex- 
pressed their opinion as to the desirableness 
of this university uniting with Athens in 
cosulting in behalf of our common interests 
at a convention to be held in the near fu- 
ture at Atlanta, Chattanooga or Nashville. 
[ trust you will also instruct the treasurer 
to meet the necessary expenses of our. rep- 
resenative. 

“T conelude by again asking attention. to 
the vacant chairs of geology and of astron- 
omy. They are the sciences which have ef- 
fected most in the culcure of manknid. 

“And again I beg you to consider the in- 
adequate salaries paid the faculty. You 
cannot use us at all save after tedious and 
costly preparation. The public welfare re- 
quires that we be dropped when age begins 
to dim our feculties. Men often live many 
years after that time. I[ trust you will 
be considerate of the claims of my col- 
leagues. We have only you to make appeal 
to. If vou neglect-us we will suffer. Geor- 
fia will hear you in regard to the steward- 
ship laid on you by herself. May God bless 
you, gentlemen, and the university. Ke-

WHAT THE LAW IS 


South Carolina’s Registration Act Stated 
and Gofl’s Decision Explained. 


THE LAW IS SOMEWHAT COMPLICATED 


The Negroes Complain That It Js a Hard- 
ship on Them, Because They Cannot 
Easily Comply witb It. 


Columbia, S. C., June 12.—(Special.)—The 
registration laws were passed by the legis- 
lature of South Carolina in 1882. They 
provide for the registration of all voters 
by a supervisor of registration, one. of 
whom is appointed for each county. All 
male citizens who wish to vote and are not 
disqualified by reason of having been con- 
victed of crime, are required to register 
with this officer their names, places of resi- 
dence, occupations and ages. The law as 
passed in 1882 required that unless all who 
were then twenty-one years of age shguld 
register before the next general election 
they could not register thereafter, 
and became forever disqualified, and that 
those becoming of age at any time after 
the passage of the registration ‘aw, who 
did not register before the general election 
next after becoming of age, would be for- 
ever barred from registering. 

The supervisor of registration would is- 
sue to the voter a certificate of registration 
corresponding to the entries made upon 
his registration book, authorizing him to 
cast his ballot at the polling place in the 
district in which he lived. In case of 
change of residence or loss of certificate 
a certain method wag prescibed for ob- 
taining a new certificate. 

When the voter wished to cast his ballot 
on election day he had to present his cer- 
tificate of registration to the manacers of 
election at the precinct at which he Was 
registered, or without it he would not be 
allowed to cast his ballot. 

The friends of the negroes claim that 
this law bore most hard upon the aiegroes, 
in that as they frequently chang@d their 
residenee, or would lose their certificates 
and fail to get new ones, many of them 
were deprived of the right to vote. The 
State contended that the law applied to 
whites and blacks alike, and that the ne: ero 
would have to suffer for his own negligence 
or migratory habits. It was also claimed 
that the days on which the office of the 
supervisor of registration was open were 
too few to accommodate the numbers who 
wished to register. THe office was opened 
so many days in each month preceding 
the election, but was not opened on the 
days immediately preceding the election.

Which affidavit shall be supperted by the 
affidavit of two reputable citizens who were 
each of the age of twenty-one years on 
the thirtieth day of June, anno domini 
hundred and ‘eighty-two, or 

the time the said applicant became entitled 
thereafter to register, or any elector who 
has become a citizen of this state by mov- 
ing into the same,aaccording to the con- 
stitution; of the state, and: who shall 
make application wAler oath statine the 
time of his moving into the state and his 
place of residence since living jin the 
state, which application shall be supported 
by the affidavit of two reputable citizens 
who were twenty-one vears of age at the 
time the applicant became a resident of 
this state, such applicant shall be allowed 
to register as a voter and to have issued 
to hima certificate asa duly qualified elec- 
tor in the manner and form now provided 
bv law and be entitled to vote at said elec- 
tion for délegates to said convention.” 

As can be seen this law provided for the 
registration of all who were of age in 1882 
and who failed to register, and of those 
who had become of age since 1882 and who 
failed to register. he friends of the ne- 
croes claimed that the provisions of this 
act were too severe for the negroes to 
comply with, and that it was impossible 
for the negro to get two credible persons 
to swear where he had lived since 1882, as 
the negro probably could not tell all the 
places himself. These were the matters 
that were brought to the notice of Judge 
Goff.

Judge Goff's Decision. 

The decision of Judge Goff was very vo 
luminous and discussed the fourteenth and 
fifteenth amendment to the constitution of 
the United States in their relation to the 
limitation of suffrage, and the guarantee 
of suffrage they gave to the colored voter. 
Coming to the registration laws of South 
Carolina he said: “It igs not the intention 
at this time to state in detail the require- 
ments of and effect of each gection of 
said registration law, but simply the re- 
sult that I have reached after a careful 
serutiny of them all, aided as I have been 
by the exhaustive analysis of the same 
made by counsel. I find no warrant in the 
constitution for the eertificate required by 
the registration law to be issued to the 
voter, the production of which is required 
at the polls or his vote is to be rejected. 
This is not registration, which is simply 
the entering on the bookg or lists of vot- 
ers, of the names of those qualified under 
the constitution ‘to vote, but is an addi- 
tional requirement to those mentioned in 
the organic law, not intended, 1 am con- 
strained to believe, to facilitate the full, 
free and legal expression of those entitled

to exercise the right of suffrage. Such re- 
quirement is unreasonable, burdensome 
and harassing, and clearly it impedes and 
abridges the rizhts of the constitutiona! 
voters of the state to cast their ballots. 

“Tl was asked. in case any portion of 
the said registration law should be found 
invalid to eliminate the part so found, 
and decree that the remaining part should 
stand. I have not been able to make the 
separation, for I find it all so interwoven 
as to render it impracticable so far as re- 
sults are concerned, and I cannot winnow 
where there is no grain. In behalf of those 
so treated. all interested in the welfare of 
their country and desirous-of seeing its 
laws enforced should protest in order that 
public sentiment should no longer be dor- 
mant. but may by its activity rouse the 
community that has long suffered by such 
outrages to the realization of their cause, 
and to an appreciation of the results to 
be secured by the abolishment of the sys- 
tem that has caused them.” 

The reversal of Judge Goff's decision by 
the court of appeals leaves the law as it 
was passed by the last legislature, and 
only those ‘who have registration certifi- 
cates will be able to participate in the 
election of delegates to the constitutional 
convention.

The mon- 
ey power already controls the biggest 
dailies in the state, having secured some 
by the undergrouyd = proces¥, while 
others, such as The Nashville American. 
have been bought outright. The latest 
rumor is that the leading Memphis pa- 
per is to have its opinions transferred to 
the goldbug side, an event that will be 
followed by the resignation of Editor 
Carmack. 

These changes can have no effect on 
the views and opinions of the people. 
A reader of a newspaper who wakes up 
in the morning to find that his faverite 
journal has changed overnight froin an 
advocate of the people’s interests to a 
rank organ of the money power, can 
have no difiiculty in understanding the 
Becret of the change. Such an event 
cannot have the slightest effect on the 
views of fhe people, for they know "that 
the change has been produced by money 
and not by a change of views. 

For this reason we have regarded the 
acquirement of the daily papers of 
Tennessee by the agents of the monev 
power with some degree of amusement, 
and have refrained from ealling atten- 
tion to a process so plain that the peo- 
ple cannot fail to understand it. But 
When these newspapers, owned and 
controlled by goldbug money, undertake 
to close their columns against the peo- 
ple the matter assumes a somewhat se- 
rious aspect. 

We have an instance in mind. On 
the 3d of the present month the people 
of Hardeman county, Tennessee. 
sembled in large numbers at Bolivar. 
their county site, and passed a series of 
resolutions declaring their views, their 
desires and their purposes. But when 
the people made an effort to get their 
resolutions into the daily papers of the 
State, they found that the goldbue or- 
gans had received instrnetions from 
their backers to suppress such déclara- 
tions as far as possible, showing that 
the organs must be hard pressed indeed 
when they find it necessary to suppress 
public opinion. They are attempting a 
feat that has never vet been suceessfully 
performed in this eountry, though the 
agents of money power have tried 
it on’ Various occasions. . 

The upshot of the matter is that The 
Constitution has heen requested to eall 
attention to the Pfardeman county reso- 
lutions, to the end that their sum and 
substance may be laid before the publie, 
and The Constitution, being-a demo- 
eratic paper, and, therefore; a people's 
paper, hastens to comply with the re- 
quest, In this instance it. does so the 
more cheerfully because the resolutions 
fn question make a clear, strong and 
conservative statement of the people’s 
case—a statement that is nnanswerable. 

The people of Hardeman county de- 
clare that, recognizing the importance 
of fair and weleconsidered judgment. 
giving due credit and consideration to 
the various commercial organizations 
and combinations ealling themselves 
“the business of the country,” and _ hesi- 
tating at dikagreement with men whom 
they formerly trusted, they yet feel that 
the whole history of the world bears 
Witness that in the most intricate prob- 
lems of government or finance. the or- 
dinary principles of fair dealing and 
common honesty are easily within the 
mental reach of the whole people. 

The voters of Hardeman county de- 
clare that they readily understand that 
there may and can be such a thing as 
cheap money, om depreciated money, 
with a corresponding inflation of prices; 
buf there coulf be no such thing unless 
it were equally possible that there might 
be appreciated money as well, with its 
accompanying contraction and reduction 
in values or prices of everything that 
money buys. They declare’ that the 
measure of values, of all property and 
products, is not the vast circulation of 
paper currency, bills of credit and 
promises to pay, but it is the money of 
ultimate redemption, which is’ the 
curity fund for the redemption of all 
these currencies and promises to pay. 
They say further that from the fonnda- 
tion of the government up to the pas- 
sage of the act of 1873, silver and gold, 
equally and alike, constituted this se- 
curity er ultimate redemption fund, and 
were equally the basis of our financial 
system, being the work of our greatest 
and wisest men, indorsed in our consti-

tution, and adhered te in all our publie 


policy up to 1873. And further, not 
oniy was this the case in our own coun- 
try, but it was substantially the case in 
the whole civilized world, and had been

silver and gold were recognized as con- 


stituting this security or ultimate re- 
demption fund. 

Such being the case, the resolutions 
say, the logical and necessary result of 
the demonetization of silver—its de- 
struction as a part of this security fund

The Rising Tide. 

The silver convention at Memphis is 
not the eulmination but the beginning 
of organized agitation on behalf of 
justice and honesty. Heretofore the 
movement has swelled and risen in the 
rising tide of public opinion, and when- 
ever the wave has been highest conven- 
tions have been held. A few days ago 
a eonvention was held — in Louisiana 
which was the most representative body 
that has met in the state for years. The 
delegates were selected by local meet- 
ings which were attended by more than 
20.000 voters. At Jackson, Miss., a lit- 
tle Jater, another representative con- 
vention was held, and, as we write, the 
Memphis convention, representing a 
vast body of voters and an immense 
amount of enthusiasm, is in session. 

In all parts of the country the people 
are getting ready to band against 
the organized effort of Shylock and the 
money power to rob them by means of 
the gold dollar, which is constantly 
growing more valuable and making the 
products of their labor cheaper and 
cheaper by comparison. The people 
have no reform club in the neighborhood 
of Wall street to stand for their inter- 
ests. They are not able to subsidize and 
buy up the newspapers that are con- 
trolled by financial influences. They 
find themselves compelled to counter- 
act the powerful influences of an un- 
friendly administration. They are op- 
posed by a vast aggregation of money 
that will be poured out like water to 
perpetuate the British system that is 
making the money class richer and 
richer. 


On the contrary, they are jubilant and 
enthusiastic. They know that their 
cause is a just one, and their past his- 
tory convinces them that when the is- 
sue between justice and dishonesty is 
once squarely made up in this republic 
justice always wins. Consequently they 
are proceeding with the work of organi- 
zition,in anything but a despondent 
mood, 

In Georgia, for instance, the free 
coinage democrats have on their side 
every element that brings success, and 
every public man whose standing with 
the people is assured. There is abso- 
lutely not a break in the ranks any- 
where, The men and the voters who 
have made the party invincible are all 
for the restoration of silver to its old 
place, without waiting a day or an hour 
for the European monarchies to act. 

But this is no reason why the people 
should rot organize. They will be op- 
posed by a compact organization at the

Dr, Emmet, a Vir- 
ginian by adoption, is another of the fa- 
mous southern doctors.

America’s first 
post graduate medical school—the New 
York Polyclinic—was opened in 1880 directly 
through Dr. Wyeth’'s influence.

Entirely at his charge there has been sét 
up in his native town a granite shaft in 
memory of one hundred and one unknown 
confederate soldiers who died in the hospi- 
tal there early in 1841, &nd of whom there 
was no other memorial, Upon the base are 
the words, ‘“‘Confederate Dead.”’ Upon a 
bronze panel facing east, this touching in- 
scription: ‘Around this column is buried all 
of heroism that could die.’’ Yet the donor's 
name appears nowhere about the shaft. It 
is “erected at the place of his birth by a 


surviving comrade to commemorate the vir- 
tues of the confederate dead.”’ 

Although S. V. White was born in North 
Carolina and brought .up in Missouri, he 
can hardly be ranked among the southern 
element. That is not the case with Dr. 
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James H. Parker, a North Carolinian who 
is a bank president, a vice president of the 
Southern Society and first lieutenant com- 
mander of the Confederate Veterans’ camp.
